Of Qxfam, (the Oxford 
Committee for Famine Relief) 
she says: 

“It's not just another 
charity, It is a world-wide 
charity bank giving grants on 
a need priority ‘basis for 
emergency feeding, education, 
medical aid and self-help. 

IN #& COUNTRIES 

“We have established 
agencies, working on the spot, 
in 89 countries of the world. 
Wherever there is a natural 
disaster, we send funds as 
quickly as possible to provide 
emergency shelter, food and 
medicine.”” 

Oxfam of Canada is an off- 
shoot of the Oxfam group 


' which was formed in England 


in 1942 by a group of 
businessmen and church lead- 
ers-to help starving children 
in Greece. 

But Oxfam of Canada 
functions independently: 

“It is , better’ that way,”

wealthy country and it. can 
afford to give much to hungry 
nations: We ‘should take a 
national pride in doing xo."

Run Away From It 


A copper shield purchased by an Indian tribe hundreds 


of years ago on the lay-away plan is commemorated in a 
new Saanich totem pole, : 
a 

The pole will be unveiled Saturday at Bute Street and 


Trans-Canada Highway by Saanich. Reeve Hugh Curtis. 
The shield; or Ha-yetz in the tongue of the Tsimpshians 
of the northern coast, was purchased from a tribe at Sitka, 
- Alaska. 
It was ordered by the Tsimpshians to do honor to their 
chief, Who was a wise woman called Maltsk. When she died 
the shield would be-.a mark of her prestige. 


An ‘agreement was made that for four consecutive years 
the Tsimpshians would send to the Sitka copper workers, 
10 slaves, 10 war canoes, 10 moosehides and 10 kegs of grease. 
When payment was complete: ‘the shield was delivered. , 


It was called Na-had hood, which means Run Away 
From It 
The shield has, been passed down from chief to chief 


since that early day. Now it ts held by Chief We Shakes 
Charles H. or of Port Simpson, It is' valued at $10,000.

“ “Ben Hogan’s meticulous and ritualistic eommands for 
the player, in his writings, may well fit the obsessive-com- 
pulsive’s need to operate within a well-elucidated framework 
of being correct in order to reduce tension. 

“The superstitious adherence to a ball brand, a particular 
putter, a warming-up ritual, Or a specific cap age perhaps used 
by us all to invoke the oldest tension reducers of life—religion 
and magic,” said Dr. Mandell.
